Iron Pyrites and 


Interest Shown by Capitalists in De- 
velopment of Saskatchewan's 
Natural Resources 

Immense deposits of high grade 
brick-making clay have been discov- 
ered at the Elbow, according to An- 
drews & Cruikshank, analytical and 
consulting chemists, Regina, who re- 
cently analyzed samples brought in 
by farmers of the Elbow district, . It 
has been further discovered that a 
very valuable deposit of iron pyrites 
underlies the clay, so that the men 
who file on these claims and succeed 
in developing the discoveries have a 
double-barrelled source of revenue. 
Iron pyrites furnish sulphuric acid, 
which is a basic acid in chemistry 
and is worth $35 a ton, while a valu- 
able by-product is obtained in red 
oxide, Claims extending over a quar+ 
ter section have been filed on and an 
endeavor is being made to interest 
capital, says the Regina Leader. 

A few days before the discovery of 
the iron pyrites was made, an Old 
Country capitalist, who manufactures 
sulphuric acid in England, was in the 
office of Andrews & Cruickshank and 
said that he would be willing to man- 
ufacture sulphuric acid here if he 
could locate a deposit of iron pyrites. 
Efforts are being made to get in touch 
with him, 

Messrs. Andrews & Cruikshank in- 
formed The Leader that all indica- 
tions point to a great movement by 
Old Country capital in the develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
West, and that the next two or thre 
years should see some important fn- 
vestments in directions which up till 
now ‘have been entirely neglected in 
this province,

More Real Living Out of Life on the 
© Smaller Farm 


Can a man farm and make money 
on 160 acres of non-irrigated land in 
Western Canada? D. E, Baldwin, of 
Kingsland, answers “Yes,” and he is 
speaking from experience. — Before 
coming to Saskatchewan in 1906, and 
taking up his homestead in the Kings- 
Aand district, tributary to the thriv- 
ing city of Saskatoon, he had pion- 
eered in four states in the Union, 
his parents moving from Ohio, where 
he was born, to lowa, when he was 
a small child. Later he homesteaded 
in Nebraska, near David City, and 
was a pioneer settler in the state of 
Kansas, where he lived sixteen years, 
and Oklahoma; where he homestead- 
ed in 1895. After about ten years in 
Oklahoma, he came to the Canadian 
West and began again on a home- 
stead in 1906. ‘ 

Here he has prospered, though he 
has r farmed more than 160 
acres land; and he has constantly 
refused to follow the advice of his 
neighbors to increase the size of his 
farm, He believes he can get more 
real living out of life on the smaller 
farm. His policy is “always to run 
his bysiness, and not let it run him.” 

| He is, finding the operation of what 


‘both a pleasure and a 
profit to hint Probably his* previous 
pioneering experience helped him to 
form this opinion. 

Now he farms a quarter section and 
makes more money out of it than 
‘many.-a farmer with three or four 
times as large an acreage, he told a 
representative of the Northwest Far- 
mer, of” Winnipeg, recently. 

“I never went into grain farming, 
but made my money out of cattle, 
hogs, horses and potatocs. I. follow 
the rotation of barley, what and oats 
without any summerfallow whatever. 
I fall plow’ for all my grain crops and 
plow it again in the spring, which, in 
addition to plenty of has 
made the summerfallow absolutely 
unnecéssary for me to practice, In- 
stéad of sowing rye on a separate 
’ piece of land, I intend to henceforth 
sow it wath the oat crop when the 
oats are two inches high. This, I un- 
derstand, has been tried in Manitoba 
and has proven very successful in 
certain’ parts. All the grain is used 
for stack purposes, and it is from that 
surah that my revenue be 
made to come,” ; 

“The summer feed for my sixteen 
liead of cattle is sixty acres-of pas- 
ture, and in the fall they run on the 
stubble and on winter rye, which is 
usually sown about the first of Aug- 
uSt.. During the winter they run out 
in the day time and are stabled at 


manure,

night, feeding on straw, hay, sheaf 
oats, and usually a few turnips, In 
the spring, winter rye offers carly 
pasture, which they use until May 1, 
at which time they are taken off and 
the rye allowed to ripen to be cut 
for a crop. 

“My hog proposition is operated on 
a ten-acre hog lot, surrounded by 
woven wire 26 inches _ high, above 
which are three barbed wires. I usu- 
ally plan on raising two litters a 
year, one litter coming in April, and 


acres of hog pasture for five Duroc 
sows and their litters is sufficient to 
Make a great reduction in the cost 
of rearing hogs; in fact, furnishing all 
the pasture they want to eat. The 
pasture consists of brome grass, a 
little alfalfa, oats and wheat mixed, 
and rape. I have tried barley, but 
find it kills out much casier than oats 
and wheat, The brome grass is good 
in the early spring and late fall, The 


rape is usually sown in April, and 
along . with the grain pasture furn- 
ishes good stunmer feed. The hog 
Proposition is a very simple one. 


They get oats and barley chop with 
more barley than oats Svards fat- 
tening time, and they run in this hog 
pasture, having access to whichever 
pasture they prefer, there being no 
cross. fences. The housing is simple 
and cheap, but has proven better than 
any claborate hog house I could put 
up. It consists of cight posts put in 
the ground to form a rectangle cight 
by cight feet with a frame arranged 
over the top and straw threshed over 
the entire framework, A_ pig run 
th fect wide extends out a con- 
siderable distance from this pen, over 
which straw is also. placed, This 
shelter will winter from 30 to 60 
hogs. A short distance away I have 
a hog feeding house, twelve feet by 
twelve feet, in which the hogs are 
fed in winter.” 

He has a good income from pota- 


toes. With this crop he has always 
been successful in obtaining large 
yields. He plants six acres to pota- 


toes every season, and he has always 
had a crop of from 300 to 525 bush- 
els to the acre, For all of his sur- 
plus he has found a ready.market at 
never less than 60 cents a_ bushel, 
while he has received as high as $2.50 
a bushel. 

His 160 acres are divided into 60 
acres of pasture, ten acres of a pig 
lot, five acres for house, barn and 

d , : ‘erops, con- 
sisting of 35 acres-of oats, 2 acres of 
barley, nine acres of rye, and six 
acres of potatoes. Surrounding his 
buildings is quite an extensive hedge 
consisting of 20 rows of trees, The 
varieties are fox elders, ash, cotton- 
wood, willow, caragana, and ever- 
greens, planted four feet each way. 
With the exception of the evergreens, 
they are now from eight to 24 feet 
in height, forming a fine protection 
which the owner would not part with 
for a great deal of money, 

It is not difficult to figure that Mr. 
Baldwin is ‘deriving a very satisfac- 
tory income from his 160-acre farm. 
Since the day that he arrived in Sas- 
katchewan, practically penniless, in 
1906, he has broken the whole of his 
land, fenced his farm, built a $4,000 
housé and a substantial barn, and has 
acquired a fine herd of cattle, besides 
horses, hogs, and poultry, and is con- 
sidered among his neighbors as a 
prosperous farmer,

On one occasion the British lost a 
point in their war with Russia by rea- 
son of an error in their geography.

report. Many men have by exercises 
developed enorinous muscles, but they 
have been invisible and remained Gru 
to the touch even when relaxed. But 
this athlete can relax his muscles to 
such an extent that “by shuking his 
arm he can make the triceps quiver 
like reeds shaken by the wind.” More 
than this, he can stop the beating 
of his heart for more than 20 seconds 
and retard or accelerate hia pulse at 
will, thereby defying the laws of na 
ture. There is no authentic case of 
this feat ever huving been aceom- 
plished before. It is also claimed that 
this performer can remain under wa- 
ter from six to eight minutes, and 
that he can live for a protracted time 
when buried,

JAPANESE MONEY. 7 


Yens, Sens and Rins Complete Thele 
Simple Currency System. 

The Japanese currency ‘system ts 
very simple and is based upon a gold 
basis, The unit of value is a yen.: 
This equals 50 cents in gold, according 

‘to our United States values, One yen 
fs divided into 100 sen. Each of the 
|latter is worth just one half of an 
| American cent. The Japanese sen is 
| the equivalent of 10 rin, and the small- 
est Japanese coin consists of a five rin 
' plece, the equivalent of one-quarter of 
an American penny. 

| The currency media is composed of 
| paper notes, silver, nickel and copper. 
The Japs have their paper money in 
one, five, ten yen notes and upward. 
The silver money comes tn ten, twenty 
|and fifty sen pieces. The smallest 
nickel plece is valued at 6 sen. Then 
|come the copper coins. These are val- 
ued at 2 sen, 1 sen and 5 rin. 

This is the substance of the entire 
|currency system in Japan when you 
step into a money changer’s to procure 
{the coin of the realm. But you do not 
lalways obtain the equivalent In values 
for your American currency. The yva- 
rious seaport towns swarm with Chi- 
nese money changers. These Mongo- 
lian financiers deduct a rebate of from 
1 to 2 per cent for every $10 in Ameri- 
can money exchanged. When you 
} travel in the interior localities of Ja- 
|pan, away from the beaten track of 
tourist traffic, you will be compelled to 
|pay even a higher rate of exchange, as 
the Jap merchants refuse to accept for 
eign coin in exchange for thelr wares 
unless they are easily accessible to 
some nearby seaport town. 

The Jap nickel, or five sen plece, will 
| buy five or six times as much for a Jap 
jin his own country as the same value 
jof currency would buy for an Amert- 
can home in the United States. The 
simplicity of the native currency sys- 
tem goes band In band with the frugal- 
{ty and the wise economies of these 
| quaint, active little people.—Philadel- 
phia Nortb American.
